You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
Hopkinton on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next, at Nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects 


1. To chose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing, including one trustee, for three year, to administer the af- 
fairs pertaining to the trust funds held by the town. 


2. To choose delegates and alternates to the Republican 
and Democratic National Conventions. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote’ to raise 
for the repair of highways and bridges in addition to the 
amount required by law, and appropriate the same. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the support of the Hopkinton free public library,, and ap- 
propriate the same. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the observance of Memorial Day, and appropriate the same. 
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7. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 1i- 
brary trustees and committees. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept the conditions 
of the act of the legislature passed in 1905 and amendments, 
to wit: An act to provide for state aid, and for the perman- 
ent improvement of main highways throughout the state, and 
raise and appropriate the sum of $680.21 for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,222.00 to secure state aid for Central Trunk 


line maintenance, under the-provisions of the Motor Vehicle 


Law. j 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,333.33 to secure state and federal aid for Trunk 
line construction on the Contoocook Valley Road, so called. 


11. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section of the Contoo-. 
cook Valley Road, so called, and appropriate or set aside 
from the amount raised for highway work the sum of $500.00 
for this purpose. : 


12. To see what action the town will take regarding advis- 
ing the state engineer on the use of heavy oil on the trunk 
line in the town of Hopkinton, agreeable to the petition of 
Arthur G. Symonds and others. 


13. To see what rate or amount of compensation be al- 
lowed the collector of taxes for his services. (Public Stat- 
utes, Chapter 43, Sect. 26.) 


14. To see if the town will vote to consolidate the town 
road districts under one agent in 1921. 


15. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the pub- 
lication in the town report, of the list of new books added 
each year to the town library. 


16. To see what action the town will take . toward the erec- 
tion of a suitable memorial to the men and women of Hopkin- 


ton who served with the United States’ forces in the World 
War. 


17. To see what action the town will take regarding the 
appropriation of $200.00 raised in 1916, “To widen and 
straighten that portion of the highway at the foot of Kimball 
hill, so-called, over the brook,” said appropriation being in- 
adequate for that purpose. 


18. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the appropriation of $300.00 raised in 1919, “To purchase, 
erect, and maintain public scales at Hapkinton Village,” 
said appropriation being inadequate for the purpose. 


19. To see if the town will accept the Benjamin O. Kim- 
ball Fund and accrued interest, amounting to $136.81, the 
income from said fund to be used for the care of the B. O. 
Kimball burial lot in Hopkinton Village Cemetery. 


20. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 from Delia A. Bohanan, the income to be used for 
the care of the burial lot of John W. Bohanan in Hopkinton 
Village New Cemetery. 


21. To see if the town will accept the sum of $100.00 from 
Frank E. Guild, the income to be used for the care of the 
burial lot of Royal E. Guild in Hopkinton Village Ceme- 
tery. 


22. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent dis- 
count on all taxes paid on or before July 10, 1920. 


23. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate, such part as may be necessary, for the em- 
ployment of a district nurse. 


24. To see if the town will vote to publish a list of every 
tax payer together with the amount of assessed valuation of 
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his of her property and the amount assessed thereon in the 
town report each year, agreeable to the petition of Arthur 
G. Symonds and others. 


25. To see what action the town will take toward Ameri- 
canizing its inhabitants by having all foreigners naturalized, 
agreeable to the petition of Arthur G. Symonds and others. 


26. To hear and transact any other business that may pro- 
perly come before said meeting.

We make no detail estimate of receipts from other sources 
than property taxes for the ensuing year, such estimate being 
merely conjecture at best. Assuming that the receipts from 
all other souces than property taxes, remain the same in 1920 
as in 1919, that no great change in valuation takes place and 
that all the sums called for in your warrant and budget are 


voted, a tax rate of from $2.90 up may be expected. 


Statement of Selectmen 


We have estimated $1,000.00 more for the town highways 
and bridges this year than was appropriated in 1919, this to 
include painting the bridge at Tyler. We tried to get this 
bridge painted during the past summer but could find no one 
to do the work. It must be painted this year. 

The amounts in the budget for District Nurse, memorial 
to soldiers and to publish list of tax payers, etc., are tenta- 
tive and probably will be explained at the town meeting 
by those interested. ; 

Your town report, owing to the very great increase in 
the cost of all printed matter, has become a burden to the 
town. As the school report and the two library reports 
take up a large proportion of the space, your board would 
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like an expression of opinion in regard to reducing them as 
far as possible. 

Your selectmen rented the town stone crusher and roller 
to James M. Driscoll & Sons Co., of Brookline, Mass., to 
build a road at St. Paul’s School, which was not quite com- 
pleted when the road building season closed. The plant 
is properly housed and insured and will be returned in the 
spring when they have completed the road. This transacton 
shows a net profit of $779.34 to date. 

The 1919 appropriation of $2,978.00 for construction 
on the Contoocook Valley Road is unexpended and with the 
state and federal appropriation the sum of $10,000.00 is avail- 
able for this work. We are called on to appropriate $3,333.33 
for this road this year, making a second $10,000.00; the state 
and federal governments putting in $6,666.67. Mr. F. E. 
Everett, Commissioner, states that he plans to spend the whole 
$20,000.00 this year and “are. pire to finance the overdraft 
should one accrue!” 

The State Highway Department is planning to take over 
the unimproved sections of trunk line throughout the state 
and we are called on to appropriate or set aside, $500.00 for 
this purpose, they to apropriate $500.00. This is the Con- 
toocook Valley Road, so-called, from Hopkinton Village to 
the Henniker town line, all unimproved. 

In ccmpleting the Central Trunk line, an overdraft of 
$680.21 accrued which should be appropriated at the coming 
town meeting. This completes the Central Trunk line con- 
struction account. 

We are called on to appropriate $2,222.00 for Central 
Trunk line maintenance, as we were last lear. There is a bal- 
ance of $1,001.69 in both the town and state treasuries on this > 
account. 

We would like: to comment on these state highway appro-

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Lo the School Board of Hopkinton: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as superintend- 
ent of Hopkinton schools. 


STATISTICS. 


The average membership in all schools for the year end- 
ing 1918-1919 was 276. 

Whole number registered in schools Sept. 30, 1919, was 
245. , | 

Whole number in schools Jan. 31, 1920, was 196. 

Total number of tardiness in all schools in the year 1918- 
1919, was 1,048. 

The teacher cost of maintaining the Tyler, Main Road 
and Farrington Corner Schools this year is at the rate of $70.50 
per pupil. Last year it was $33.75. 

The teacher cost of maintaining the West Hopkinton. 
Hopkinton Grammar and Hopkinton Primary schools this year 
is at the rate of $37.06. Last year it was $17.67. 

The teacher cost of maintaing the four graded rooms in the 
central building at Contoocook is at the rate of $29.03. Last 
year it was $21.85. 


IN GENERAL. 


The 1919 school year closed with pupils well up to grade, 
notwithstanding the many interruptions to school work by 
sickness spoken of in my 1919 report. The number failing 
of promotion was a few less than the previous year. Only 
one of twelve, of the eigth grade pupils of our town schools, 
failed to pass examinations for the high school in June, 
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last. Only one of six , from outside towns succeeding in 
passing the same examinations on the first trial. 

Notwithstanding the scarcity of teachers, we were able to 
open all the Hopkinton schools but one—Hatfield. ° 

Every teacher has had previous experience or training, 
and nine of the fourteen employed, had had both. In this 
respect, the town has been very fortunate in comparison 
with many other towns in the state. 

The Hopkinton Grammar School has been unfortunate 
in having so good a teacher as Miss Ward obliged to give up 
teaching’ for the present on account of ill health. ‘The diffi- 
cuty in securing substitute teachers for this school has ne- 
cessitated too numerous intermissions for the satisfactory pro- 
‘gress Of its pupils. 

The number of pupils in the Emerson Hill District would 
seem to warrant a school there. To obtain a teacher, however, 
has been impossible this year. It is becoming increasingly more 
difficult to secure teachers for these rural schools, and likewise 
to secure suitable boarding places for them. 

I wish to call especial attention to the large number of 
tardinesses reported last year in all the schools, 1,048. This 
is excessive and probably more than half of it unnecessary. 
Admitting that tardiness is sometimes necessary, I do not be- 
lieve that it need be so frequent. Tardiness is more apt 
to be a habit and a growing habit. Parents, by every means 
possible, should endeavor to discourage such a habit, as it may 
mean much to the future welfare of the child, as well as to 
the records of the school. The high school pupils have been 
particular offenders in this respect, even endangering the 
approval of the school. I hope that parents will recognize 
their responsibility in .this matter and do their part to lessen 
the number of tardinesses this year. 

The Junior High School has this year,-for the first time, 
been approved by the State Board, and now becomes a part 
of the regular six year high school course. 
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TEACHER PROBLEM. 

‘The teacher problem is nation wide. It doubtless will be 
as serious next year as it has been this, and perhaps more so. _ 
The teacher is everywhere being driven out of the profes- 
sion by economic pressure. 

In every state there are schools closed for want of a teach- 
er, and the pupils, if getting any schooling at all, are being sent 
to other schools in the district. United States Commissioner of 
Education P. P. Claxton says that there are 20,000 schools 
closed in the United States and 500,000 children failing to re- 
reive instruction this year in consequence. 

It is estimated that 143,000 teachers in the United States 
left the profession last year, a little more than one-fifth of 
the whole number; that their places, where filled at all, 
were filled, in large part, by inexperienced and generally in- 
competent teachers. | 

Education means too much to a democracy to allow this 
condition to long endure.. If we are to have teachers, and 
good teachers, they much be paid enough to make teaching 
attractive, enough to interest some of the brightest talent in 
the community to enter the teaching profession. The com- 
munity, or state, that realizes this fact and meets the situa- 
tion promptly, will get good teachers. The fact that the 
country as a whole is awakening to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, and the necessity of fully realizing what existing condi- 
tions mean to the educational system of the country, is the 
hope of the schools and the nation. I feel sure that Hop- 
kinton knows what it must do, if it is to maintain efficient 
schools, and is ready to do it; and that it expects you to ask 
for sufficient money, not only to keep up, but improve the 
standard of its schools the coming year. 


HOPKINTON TEACHERS. 


The teacher cost alone, in Hopkinton next year, accord- 
ing to the most conservative estimate I can make at this time, fig- 
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uring the same number of teachers as at present, will be in- 
creased at least two thousand dollars. While the teacher wage 
will be higher and should be higher than formerly, we, in re- 
turn, are asking for better preparation for the work to be 
done. If teachers expect to secure what we are willing to 
pay for services rendered, they must prepare themselves and 
keep prepared to make those services satisfactory. 

The teaching corps this year has been very conscientious 
and faithful in its work, and the results to date are all that 
could reasonably be expected. All the grade schools have 
been more or less broken in attendance by the prevailing 
colds, more especially the primary grades. ‘The average at- 
tendance, however, is much better than last year. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

For two years past the position of agricultural teacher and 
head master have been held by one man. ‘These two posi- 
tions have been as well administered, I believe, by the pres- 
ent headmaster as any other man could have done. ‘The fact 
remains, however, that the best efficiency of the high school, 
both from the administrative and disciplinary standpoints, 
necessitates, two men for these positions, and I so recom- 
mend. | 


REPAIRS. 


Before our used school houses meet even the minimum 
requirements of the State Board of Education, and these must 
be met in thé state aided towns, considerable money will have 
to be expended. While no large sum will be needed for 
any one school house, they all will need some alterations and 
new equipment. The repair fund will necessarily have to be 
larger than usual. 


HEALTH AND PHYSICAL WELFARE. 


The new law requires that every standard school make 
suitable provision for the care of the health and physical wel- 
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fare of its children. 1 have been able to carry out this re- 
quirement in part, and hope very soon to carry it out fully. 

Every school has been equipped with soap, towels, and 
washing facilities and teachers instructed to see that pupils 
keep clean. Every school is giving physical training of some 
sort. Organized play must be provided for so far as our lim- 
ited school grounds will permit. 

Medical inspection or a school nurse must be provided 
for. I have tried to make arrangements for the latter, but 
without success thus far. 


CONCLUSION. 


I believe that the better we become acquainted with the 
requirements and workings of the “New School Law,” the 
better we shall like it, and the more we shall realize its ad- 
vantages. Its success is assured only if parents, local school 
boards, superintendent and the State Board work in sym- 
pathetic co-operation. 

The schools of Hopkinton are trying to do as good work 
as other schools of the state. We should not be satisfied, and 
shall not be satisfied, until we are doing a little better than 
others. We have the children. Let us have the teachers ne- 
cessary to do this. 

I wish to ackuowledge the receipt of numerous magazines 
from George E. Barnard, and books of interest and reference 
from Rhoda Barnard for use in the schools wherever they 
will do the most good.
